Henry Ford said in an interview 
in Carlisle Tuesday that he believed 
what the country needs most af the 
present time is a universal or inter­ 
national mind. 
"No people can be prosperous un­ 
less all are prosperous,” he said 
Ford, with Mrs. Ford, motored to 
Carlisle to visit Mrs. W H Spicer, of 
Detroit, who is spending the winter 
there. 
He inspected the Carlisle 
barracks of the United States Army 
Medical corps as the guest of the 
commandant. Col C. R. Reynolds 
Although it was raining, he visited 
all the buildings and evinced great 
interest in some of tile old historical 
structures. 
After his visit his party started 
for Florida, passing through Get­ 
tysburg by automobile 
No stop was 
made here. 
Replying to a question as what 
was the most important thing to 
be done to bring the return of pros­ 
perity, Ford replied: 
We're hav­ 
ing prosperity now.” Conditions, he 
said, are more normal than 'hey 
were two years ago. and people now 
"are thinking and are more sincere.” 
"If you do something to make 
people think, you will be doing more 
than anything else to make them 
prosperous.” he said 
Depression's Lesson 
Asked what he thought was the 
greatest lesson people learned from 
the industrial depression. Ford re- 
| plied: 
"Did 
you buy any stock? 
Well, you learned a lesson.” 
People now. he said. are not as 
J “gullible" 
as 
several 
years 
ago 
Speculating in stocks, he continued. 
is injurious not only to the person 
but also to the country as a whole. 
Money placed in stocks he declared, 
is taken out of circulation, and when 
taken out it stops the buying of 
necessities. 
A person who loses in 
stocks not only loses his money but 
also his credit 
He declared his principal reason 
for opposing the buying of stocks 
is the fact that many people are 
purchasing something about which 
they know nothing. 
To a question of what he thought 
might be done to prevent recurring 
! cycles 
of 
depression, he replied: 
j “Mix industry and agriculture,” and 
“find more uses for farm products.” 
j He said a new type of farmer is de- 
! veloping and that a few of the old 
type*“are hanging on but will pass 
out quickly.”

It s a trifle late to continue any 
football 
arguments. Perhaps 
we 
should put them away in the moth 
balls until next fall, but it is al- 
awys of interest to have a word 
from the old warrior, Pop Warner. 
I ts about th at celebrated ball- 
hidden-under-the-jersey play, 
the 
oiigin of which is in some dispute. 
Credit for it was claimed in W ar­ 
ner’s behalf when he was coaching 
Cornell in 1897, but along came doc­ 
umentary evidence to show it was 
tried by Auburn (of Alabama) in 
8895. 
Here’s what Pop writes: 
“The story about Auburn using 
the hidden ball play by putting it 
under the Jersey in 1895 may be 
true, although it would seem that I 
would have known it—since I was 
then coaching Georgia and Auburn 
was our big wind-up game and such 
an unusual play would have been 
impressed upon me as coach of the 
team meeting Auburn and having 
to be prepared for them.

“I saw Auburn play a game In 
1896 when I personally scouted them 
and they use d a play wherein the 
whole 
team 
in 
close 
formation 
formed a close circle when the ball 
was passed back and then this re­ 
volving mass moved to one side and 
left Tichenor lying on the ball as 
though he was injured. When the 
mass of players left him d ear he 
jumped to his feet and ran with 
the ball. However, when 
I 
saw 
that {Hay tried it did not get very 
far. This may be the type of play 
which (Fuzzy) Woodruff and Tich­ 
enor consider the hidden ball play, 
but in that case It was not con­ 
cealed under the clothing, but cov­ 
ered up by the player curling over 
it, on the ground. 
"John Heisman coached Auburn 
in ’95 and ’96 and he could tell you 
the straight of this thing if you get 
in touch with him. 
We hope, eventually, to run this 
story to its foundation and settle 
the great Hidden B alr Controversy. 
So far we have not been able to 
track down Mr. Heisman but scouts 
report further developments at any 
time.

letic system at West Point, especial­ 
ly as it concerns football, does not 
seem to be shared generally or. in 
particular, 
by 
the 
congressman’s 
alma mater. 
Harvard, which will 
make the grand gesture by taking 
its football team to the battleground 
above the Hudson river this fall. 
The truth is that West Point’s 
athletic system is on as sound and 
sane and moral a plane as any in 
the broad world of collegiate ath ­ 
letics. 
It is the fashion nowadays to 
magnify incidents such as the Goff 
case; to deplore the evils of re­ 
cruiting (now more widespread than 
before the Carnegie Report was 
published); to shrink from the mere 
mention of the word “proselyting." 
West Point, in common with a vast 
majority of other educational Insti­ 
tutions, may be and is occasionally 
embarrassed by the over-zealousness 
of well-wishers official and unof­ 
ficial. 
It 
is inevitable th at ex- 
Army men and college alumni, in 
general, desire to see the old school 
enroll boys who can go places with 
an inflated pigskin. 
When this well-wishing is trans­ 
lated Into organized recruiting, it 
unquestionably oversteps desirable 
bounds, as these bounds are opti­ 
mistically defined. Yet it may as 
well be admitted, as I say, that thd 
practice is common and will con­ 
tinue, in some degree at least,.in ­ 
definitely. 
Mere recruiting, minus any form 
of subsidy whatever, has been held 
up unnecessarily as a horrifying ac­ 
tivity, in the opinion of many men 
with sound ideas on college athlet­ 
ics. As a coaching friend of mine 
once remarked: 
"Those who shout the loudest 
about purity one day often may be 
found the 
next looking 
over the 
prospects for a hard running back­ 
field. Why isn’t it so much franker 
and better to admit that, legiti­ 
mately enough, we all hope to a t­ 
tract the good athlete just as we 
welcome the good scholar?" 


It is a long trail to Los Angeles

of 
several 
American 
youngsters in recent track meets 
are encouraging to American pros­ 
pects in the tenth modern renewal 
of the ancient Greek games. 
The rise of Ira Singer and Wil­ 
liam Bruder as first rank sprinters, 
the fine performances of Ray Con­ 
ger at 1,000 yards and the mile, 
the great indoor half miles of Rus­ 
sell Chapman and the new world s 
record performance of eGorge Spitz 
in the high jump, to name only a 
few, are cause for rejoicing in Amer­ 
ican Oylmpic committee circles. 
Of the five only Conger competed 
in the 1928 Olympics and his form 
on the boards this winter has been 
better than he showed in 1928. He 
finished a badly spent 10th in the 
1,500 m eter final at Amsterdam 
but his added years and weight have 
given him new endurance without, 
seemingly, taking away that great 
finishing "kick" that characterizes 
all his races. 
Spitz, only 19 years old and al­ 
ready holder of the indoor world’s 
record of six feet seven inches, is 
today undoubtedly the best 
high 
jumper in the world. Under the 
direction of Von Elling, capable New 
York university coach, and of Spitz. 
Sr., himself a track athlete of many 
years ago, this New York youngster 
should be soaring to new- heights by 
1932. 
Chapman, who has obscured his 
talents for years to help his slower 
Bates college mates to victory in re­ 
lay races, is the most promising half 
miler the eastern tracks have seen 
since Lloyd Hahn was burning up 
the boards. Powerfully built, pos­ 
sessed of a fighting heart—he thinks 
It’s a swell break if he's only ten 
yards back at the start of his an ­ 
chor in a relay race—the Bates col­ 
lege senior should be at his peak 
in another year.
